More Unreasonable Demands 


HE Tramway workers have decided to

It said that while hungry 
people are eating better 
than at any time since the 
war, their dicts still are bo- 
low prewar levels. Part of 
the Banie lles in the fact 
that world food production 
hns increased only two to 
three percent over prewar 
while the population has 
climbed more than 10. per- 
cent.
